China genuinely desires 
to resume and extend trade 
with the West as well as the 
East, uccording “to a_state- 
ment issued here today on 
behalf of 31 Britons, includ- 
ing four Lahour Members of 
Parliament «now touring 
China. Se 


The British China Friendship 
Association Issued the statement 
jn London today, halfway 
through the tour, because some 
members of the party will have 
to return to London earlier 
than others, . 


“It was explained to us that 
the nlmost complete Western 
embargo. on East-West trade 
hos served only to inercase 
China’s trade with the East and 
to stimulate and accelerate the 
development of her internal 
Tesources,” the statemént sald. 


“Nevertheless both for . tts 
‘muterlal advantage and as a 
contribution to world pence, 
China Is most anxlous that all 
artifical or polltical restrictions 
on world trade should be re- 
moved as speedily as possible.” 


IMPRESSED 


The statement added: “While 
this is not the place to deal in 
detall with what we have seen 
and heard, we are all greatly 
impressed by it and feel an In- 
tense admiration for all that has 
been achieved in so short a time. 
The Chinese are the first to re- 
cognise, as we do, that there are 
shortcomings. Nevertheless thelr 
achievements are ‘already re- 
markable. In: particular, the 
combined effect of the land: re- 
form and the great water con- 
servancy schemes seems to” be 
rapidly establishing a sound 
ctonomic basis for the future 
development-of China. We have 
also been deeply impressed by 
the new housing schemes, and 
by the.progress in the conquest 
of illiteracy.” i

Eden Finds ~ Cause 


For Optimism 


; : . Vienna, Sept. 25. 

The British Foreign Secretary, Mr Anthony 
Eden, said today that he had found a growing feel- 
ing of confidertce’ in the countries he had visited 


on his present ‘European 


tour. 


“Mr Eden, whb flew here from Yugoslavia on Tuesday 
for a five-day Vist, said that conditions in Austria, which 
he last visited two years ago, appeared to have much im- 
proved and the “people.are in much better heart.” 


Mr Eden was addressing a 
news conference here. He em- 
phasised that the occupation . of 
Austrin was a burden not only 
for Austria but also for Britajn.. 

In am opening statement to the 
reporters, Mr Eden said that‘his 
discussion wlth the Austrian 
statesmen had covered the whole 
Europsan. situation as well as 
problems: specifically —-eoncerning 
Britain Austria. “I think I 
can say that we found no diver- 
gence of view in our assessment 
of the ~ various” :problems--with 
which the free world ds faced.” 

He stressed that the Austrian 
Government had assured him of 
their determination “to stand firm 


in this difficult:time” and added: 


“The purpose for which they and 
we.are striving is the complete 
freedom and independence of 
Austria.”

“This is the right of the 
Austrian people promised in 
4he Moscow declaration of 1943,
